That ultraviolet rays kill small 
organisms like bacteria. and algae is 
one of those things which was dis- 
covered in the laboratory: as a fact 
of pure science and is now being 
adapted to practical applications. “An 
article in the Electric Journal, ab- 
,stracted in-the Journal of the Frank- 
lin Institute, sshowed that ultra- 
violet “bacteria guns” 
their. way into industry. 

These publications had kind words 
to say of the “Sterilamp,” a West- 
inghouse product. A series of long, 
narrow tubes shedding their garish 
blue light on meat in a_ butcher's 
showcase foils bacterial attack so 
successfully that only moderate re- 
frigeration is necessary.. Meat pack- 
ers who “tender” their meats by 
hanging or aging (allowing enzymes 
to break down the tough fibres) now 
find it safe to speed up the tendering 
process by using warmer tempera- 
tures under violet-day protection.

Interesting Relics _ 
Reminders Of Old R.N.W.M.P. Post 
In 1878

Said the Toronto Mail and Empire recently: ‘The public authorities 
must increase their efforts to comb out the won’t-works from the ranks of 
those on relief, though those who cannot yet find work must continue to be 
furnished with food, clothing and shelter until they become self-supporting.” 

The weeding out of the undeserving, however, will not wholly solve the 
problem by any means. There are still far too many unemployed, in fact | 
the great majority on relief, who are willing and anxious to work if they 
could only get it. The only permanent and effective cure for the unemploy- | 
ment problem is the absorption of all who are able to work by industry. If 
the new federal unemployment commission .can achieve this they will earn 
the gratitude of the entire nation and not only of the self-supporting tax- 
payers but the majority of those who are still unfortunate enough to need 
state aid. , :

|ACQUIT RUSSIA 
OF CHARGES OF 
AIDING MADRID. 


London.—The international non-in- 
tervention committee acquitted Rus- 
sia of three Italian charges she had 
aided the Madrid government after a 
bitter denunciation of Russia by D:no_ 
Grandi, Italian ambassador to .Lon- 
don. 


The committee decided three of 
the allegations by Italy against Rus- 
sia had not been substantiated dnd 
adjourned, to await. receipt of fur- 
ther information from Russia regard- 
ing a fourth Italian allegation. 

Proceedings in the committee, 
which earlier had approved a plan 
to send neutral observers to the prin- 


‘| cipal Spanish ports to guard against 


an inflow of arms, were disclosed in 
a communique. 

Grandi launched into a _ general 
denunciation of Russia after Russian 
representatives had. denied the 
charges levied against their country. 

The Italian ambassador declared 


| Italy “accepted the challenge” of a 


Communist threat in Europe. © 

“Russia even here assumes its re- 
cent disguise as a democratic lamb 
». and endeavors to whitewash the 
red flag of the Communist revolu- 
tion,’ Grandi stated. 

Referring to the Spanish govern-- 
ment’s flight from Madrid, the 
Italian diplomat stated: 

“Thus ends, amidst fire and blood, 
the greatest attempt ever made by 
Bolshevik Russia to export their 
creed, through force and famine, be- 
yond their frontiers. 

“The Soviet representative has de- 
fined it as a creed of peace but the. 


facts deny him. It is a creed based - © 


on class hatred and civil strife. It 
is the creed of war. 

“Stalin, chief of the- Bolshevist 
revolution, said it-was the duty of 
the U.S.S.R, to render every assist- 
ance within their power to the Span- 
ish Communist revolution inasmuch 
as the liberation of Spain from Fas- 
cist oppréssion was not a private 
affair of the Spaniards but the com- 
mon cause of Communism. 

‘We accept the challenge .. . Italy, 
in fact, is-convinced that it is not 
only the future of Spain but ‘the 
future of all civilized Europe that is 
at stake to-day.” 

The Italian’s denunciation drew a 
quick retort from the Russian repre- 
sentative, Moiseyevitch Kagan, 

“He/ (Grandi) throws himself into 
the fray with a whoop reminiscent 
of the redskins’ battlecry in those 
tales which no doubt all of us read. 
when we weré young,” Kagan. said. 

“If to-day we have to listen to the 
Italian representative piping a tune 
which Berlin has composed,” Kagan . 
continued, ‘then, though we may con- 
gratulate Berlin on ‘victory,’ we must 
condole with Rome on yielding her 
independence of ‘approach in interna- 
tional matters, on surrendering her 
former sane, attitude to the U.S,.S.R. 
at the clamor of Berlin.” 

“We had no quarrel with Italy 

ourselves,’’ Kagan said, “but from 
the moment she betrayed herself as 
an aggressor, from the moment Italy 
embarked on war against a weak 
and defenceless people, that relation- 
ship obviously had to suffer. 
“No amount of propaganda speeches 
for General Franco (leader of the 
Spanish insurgents) can hide the 
crying fact that Italy stands un- 
masked before the whole world as an 
aggressor and arch-violator of inter- 
national treaties.’’ 


The World In Arms - 


8,200,000 Men Are Now Permanently 
Under Arms Throughout The 
World ‘ 

Geneva.—-The League of Nations 
announced that 8,200,000 men are 
now permanently under arms 
throughout the world. Of this total, 
545,000 are attached to world navies. 

The league calculations show men 
under arms throughout the world 
just before the.outbreak of the Great 
War numbered 5,900,000 not counting 
| naval units. 

The figures show that since 1931- 
82 world armies have increased 1,- 
700,000 men. In Europe total armed 
forces are now 4,800,000 compared 
| with 3,600,000 in 1931-32, the league 
statement said. 

A league communique said the fig- 
ures included only the admitted 
permanent armed forces, and did not 
include. the so-called parliamentary 
forces” or semi-permanent military 
organizations which “recently be- 
came very important,”

WHAT'S THE MATTER WITH | 
TAKING YOUR OWN PICTURE | 
ONCE IN A WHILE? | 


How to prove, when there is no witness, that you were telling the truth. 
You snapshoot yourself and the fish with a self-timer right on the spot. 


OW often have you opened your; mechanism of this gadget may be

snapshot album to view, once 
more, treasured pictures you have 
taken of groups of friends or of the 
family, and closed it with a feeling 
of regret that you did not appear in 
these pictures yourself? Or, how 
eften, when you are showing some- 
body snapshots you took on a mem- 
orable oecasion, do you hear the re- 
mark, “Where were you all this 
time?” Modestly you reply, “Why, I 
was just the man behind the camera. 
Somebody had to take the pictures.” 
But really wouldn't you like to have 
been in those pictures? Of course, 
you would. 
| Obviously, one solution of this dif- 
ficuity is to let some one else use 
your camera on these occasions and 
take some pictures with you.in them. 
Good enough except that that some- 
body else—Dad or whoever it may 
be—is misging from them just as you 
were missing from the others. 
There is another answer to this 
problem and a perfect one. Get a self- 
timer, which is the name for an at- 
tachment which permits most cam- 
eras other than the box type to take 
pictures unattended. It is an inex- 
pensive. accessory that fits on the 
metal button at the end of the cable 
release which operates the shutter. 


set to “go off” after a time interval, 
whereupon it ptesses the button and 
releases the shutter. Meantime, you 
have taken your place in the picture 
and are tooking your Drsttleet await- 
ing the snap. 

Some cameras havea self-timer in- 
corporated in the shutter. Of course, 
you must have the camera on a firm 
support. In the picture to the left 
above, the camera is fastened with a 
clamp having a tripod socket. You 
prepare for the picture. by focusing 
in the usual way and using the same 
stop opening and shutter speed you 
would use ordinarily, If you have 
placed your subjects quite close to 
the camera, see that there is a par- 
ticular space in the group for you to 
enter and don’t fail to occupy pre- 
cisely that space, else you will blan- 
ket somebody or, if the space is at 
the side, you may find in the print 
that you have lost an arm or so. 

Nothing prevents you from taking 
a picture of yourself alone if you feel 
that way—which suggests one very 
important use for the self-timer. Ever

Alarm Was Recently Sounded But It 
. Proved A Mistake 

It was precisely 12:30 p.m. in the 
Tower of London. The usual crowd 
of visitors was passing through 
Wakefield Tower, where glimmer 
from velvet beds the imperial and 
royal jewels of the Crown. These 
famous Crown jewels are exposed be- 
hind bullet-proof sheets of glass and 
guards are constantly on the alert.

At about 458 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit, which is little more than 
one degree above absolute zero where 
heat ceases to exist, laboratories 
have discovered that several metals 
lose all resistance to electric current. 

The electricity goes into cold stor- 
age. ‘A current turned through a 
short loop of wire at 458 below zero, 
for an 18-100th of a second, stays in 
the wire as if it were water in a 
hose. : 

Electric current has been bottled 
for days in this way. It flowed out 
of-the wire, without loss of any sort 
due to storage, when properly hooked 
up. 

This laboratory wonder is known 
as .super-conductivity. It has been 
found, Jeffries and Adams said, in 
lead, tin, mercury and some other 
metals. The extreme expense of. mak- 
ing the low temperatures has pre- 
vented any practical applications,
